ORDINANCE NO. 95-16 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, RELATING TO AND APPOINTING THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE ENTERPRISE ZONE DEVELOPMENT AGENCY; PROVIDING 
FOR MEMBERSHIP; PROVIDING FOR TERMS OF OFFICE; PROVIDING FOR EXPENSES; 
PROVIDING FOR QUORUM; PROVIDING FOR A CHAIR AND VICE CHAIR; PROVIDING 
FOR REMOVAL OF A COMMISSIONER; PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDE FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCE; 


PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY AND AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the legislature of the State of Florida has enacted Florida Enterprise Zone 
Act of 1994 authorized by Sections 290.001-290.016, Florida Statutes (the "Act"). 

WHEREAS, the Act authorizes any county or municipality to create a public body 
corporate and politic to be known as an “enterprise zone development agency”. 

WHEREAS, for an area nominated by a county and one or more municipalities jointly, 
the county shall create the agency. 

WHEREAS, when the governing body being the Board of County Commissioners, 
hereinafter referred to as the COUNTY, creates an enterprise zone development agency, that 


body shall, by ordinance, appoint a board of commissioners of the agency which shall consist 


of not fewer than 8 or more than 13 commissioners. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has adopted a Resolution to support 
the membership of the Enterprise Zone Development Agency Board, and the membership 
selected by the communities to be called commissioners, as required by Section 290.0056, 
Chapter 94-136, Florida Statutes. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

Section 1. AUTHORITY FOR ENACTMENT. 

This ordinance is enacted pursuant to the Florida Enterprise Zone Act of 1994 authorized by 
Sections 290.001-290.016, Florida Statutes (the “Act"). 
Section 2. APPOINTMENT OF A BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR 
THE ENTERPRISE ZONE DEVELOPMENT AGENCY 
There is hereby appointed a Board of Commissioners for the public body corporate and politic 
known as the Enterprise Zone Development Agency, hereinafter referred to as the Board of 


Commissioners of the "Agency". 
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Section 3. MEMBERSHIP 

3.01 The COUNTY shall appoint a board of commissioners of the agency, which shall 
consist of not fewer than 8 or more than 13 commissioners of the agency. 

3.02 The COUNTY must appoint at least one representative from each of the following: 
the local chamber of commerce; local financial or insurance entities; the businesses operating 
within the nominated area; the local financial or insurance entities; the residents residing within 
the nominated area; nonprofit community-based organizations operating within the nominated 
area; the local private industry council; the local code enforcement agency; and the local law 
enforcement agency. The terms of office of the commissioners shall be for 4 years, except 
that, in making the initial appointments, the COUNTY shall appoint two members for term of 
3 years, two members for terms of 2 years, and one member for a term of 1 year; the 
remaining initial members shall serve for terms of 4 years. A vacancy occurring during a term 
shall be filled for the unexpired term. The importance of minority representation on the agency 
shall be considered in making appointments so that the agency generally reflects the gender and 


ethnic composition of the community as a whole. The appointments shall be as follows:

3.03 A commissioner shall receive no compensation for his or her services, but is 
entitled to the necessary expenses, including travel expenses, eure in the discharge of his 
or her duties. Each commissioner shall hold office until a successor has been appointed and 
had qualified. A certificate of the appointment or reappointment of any commissioner shall be 
filed with the clerk of the county or municipality, and the certificate is conclusive evidence of 


the due and proper appointment of the commissioner. 
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3.04 The powers of an enterprise zone development agency shall be exercised by the 
commissioners. A majority of commissioners constitutes quorum for the purpose of conducting 
business and exercising the powers of the agency and for all other purposes. Action may be 
taken by the agency upon a vote of a majority of the commissioners present, unless in any case 
the bylaws require a larger number. 

3.05 The COUNTY may remove a commissioner for inefficiency, neglect of duty, or 
misconduct in office only after a hearing and only if the commissioner has been given a copy 
of the charges at least 10 days prior to the hearing and has had an opportunity to be heard in 
person or by counsel. 

Section 4. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 
All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in 
conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. SEVERABILITY 
If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this ordinance is for any reason 
held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this ordinance. 

Section 6. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 
The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the code of laws and 
ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered 
or relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 

Section 7. EFFECTIVE DATE 
The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon receipt of acknowledgement by 


the Secretary of State.
